And this lament, to which 
the 5-4 rhythm is so well adapted, 
throbs itself away, like the 
movement, into quietness; but it is 
not the oblivion of sleep so much 
as the silence of exhaustion that en- 
folds it at the end. | 
On a March afternoon, after a} 
day of rain and gloom, the wind 
sometimes springs up to half a gale} 
and blows freshly into the sunset.
